Clevelanders give Jackson 
historic 4th term as mayor

Cleveland voters gave 
Mayor Frank Jackson a his- 
toric victory Tuesday, elect- 
ing him to an unprecedented 
fourth four-year term. 

Jackson outdistanced 
Zack Reed, the councilman 
from the city’s southeast 
side for 16 years. Unofficial 
returns from the Cuyahoga 
County Board of elections, 
with 100 percent of the vote 
counted, showed Jackson 
capturing 60 percent of the 
vote. Reed had 40 percent. 

Reed conceded just before 
11 p.m., and Jackson then 
appeared before his support- 
ers to announce the victory.

c thanked his family for 
their support and his cam- 
paign staff for their efforts. 
Lastly, he thanked the peo- 
ple of Cleveland — support- 
ers and those who didn’t 
agree with him — for their 
insights. 

“T really appreciate the con- 
versations and the interac- 
tions I had out there with the 
people,” Jackson said. “They 
gave me a new education — a 


new education about govern- 
ing, about what it means to 
serve and about the pain and 
the suffering that people go 
through. 

“It’s our responsibility to 
relieve that pain and suffer- 
ing and to create an environ- 


ment where they and their | 
families can have prosperity | 


and quality of life and just 
plain peace,” Jackson said. 
“The work is not done.” 
Jackson started the eve- 
ning with a lead given to 
him by absentee voters. 
Throughout the evening he 
maintained an advantage 


hovering around 60 percent i 


to 40 percent.

Drug prices 


Issue 2 
initiative 
crushed at 
ballot box

is Rx for success

A campaign bankrolled by 
the pharmaceutical industry 
crushed the Issue 2 ballot 
initiative aimed at lowering 
drug prices in Ohio. 

Issue 2 — the Ohio Drug 
Price Relief Act — sought to 
lower how much the state 
pays for pharmaceuticals to 
the price given to the De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs. 
Backed by the nonprofit 
AIDS Healthcare Founda- 
tion, Issue 2 faced an uphill 
battle from the onset. 

What could have been a 
contentious election night 
ended quickly, with the 
race called before 8:30 p.m. 
Proponents conceded less 
than an hour after the polls 
closed. 

With nearly all of the vote 
tallied, the opponents led by 
an 79 to 21 percent margin. 

The ballot initiative per- 
formed better in Cuyahoga 
County, where it was de- 
feated by a 69 to 31 percent 
margin with nearly every 
precinct reporting. 

The proponents hoped to 
bank on the unpopularity 
of the drug companies in 
Ohio as well as ill will to- 
ward them in general after 
recent price gouging con- 
troversies. The opposition 
backed by Big Pharma had 
nearly unlimited resources, 
outspending the Yes side by 
three-to-one over the course 
of the campaign. 

The defeat marks a signifi- 
cant victory for the pharma- 
ceutical industry, which has 
twice quashed ballot initia- 
tives seeking to curb drug 
prices, spending more than 
$167 million in the process. 

Issue 2 also now holds 
the distinction of being the 
most expensive ballot issue 
in state history, with more 
than $74 million raised over 
the course of three years.

Texas church shooting 


Gunman had fled hospital in 12 


He had made 
death threats on 
Air Force superiors

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, 
Texas — The gunman be- 
hind the worst mass shoot- 
ing in Texas history escaped 
from a psychiatric hospital 
while he was in the Air 
Force, and was caught a few 
miles away by local police, 
who were told that he had 
made death threats against 
his superiors and tried to 
smuggle weapons onto his 
base, a 2012 police report 
showed. 

That episode, which 
came to light on Tuesday, 
was another in a series of 
red flags about the threat 
the gunman, Devin Kel- 
ley, posed to those around 
him. But none of the warn- 
ings stopped Kelley from 
legally purchasing several 
firearms, including the rifle

he used to kill 26 people at 
the First Baptist Church of 
Sutherland Springs on Sun- 
day. 

According to an El Paso 
Police Department report 
from June 2012, officers 
took Kelley, then 21, into 
custody at a bus station in 
downtown El Paso, where 
he apparently planned to 
flee on a bus after escap- 
ing from Peak Behavioral 


Health Services, a hospital 
a few miles away in Santa 
Teresa, New Mexico. He had 
gone to Peak Behavioral, 
whose services include a 
program for military per- 
sonnel, after being charged 
in a military court with as- 
saulting his wife and baby 
stepson, charges he later 
pleaded guilty to.

Korean visit 


U.S. won't run from 
conflict, Trump says

SEOUL — President Don- 
ald Trump warned today 
against the threats posed 
by “a country ruled by a 
cult” in North Korea in a 
hard-line speech aimed at 
rallying international pres- 
sure on Pyongyang over its 
escalating nuclear weapons 
program. 

Trump said dictator Kim 
Jong Un’s regime seeks to 
“sow conflict abroad to dis- 
tract from total failure they 
suffer at home” in his ad- 
dress to the South Korean 
national assembly. 

“Do not underestimate 
us,” Trump said, addressing 
North Korea. “And do not 
try us. We will defend our 
common spirit, our shared 
prosperity and our sacred 
liberty.” 

He emphasized the 
United States is not seeking 


conflict, but he added that: 
“We will never run from it. 
History is filled with dis- 
carded regimes that has 
foolishly tested America’s 
resolve.” 

“We will not be intimi- 
dated,” Trump said. 

The remarks came a day 
after Trump had asserted 
that his administration was 
making “a lot of progress” 
in the peninsula and urg- 
ing Kim to “make a deal” 
at the negotiating table on 
the rogue nation’s nuclear 
weapons and ballistic mis- 
sile programs. 

“T believe it makes sense 
for North Korea to do the 
right thing, not only for 
North Korea but for hu- 
manity all over the world,” 
Trump said during a joint 
news conference with South 
Korean President Moon 
Jae-in after a bilateral meet- 
ing at the Blue House.
